hand, nearly all of which are black 
or near-black. 
The owners of the faTm have sev 
eral acres of brush land inclosed b> 
heavy wire netting, which is imbed­ 
ded in the ground to keen the skunks 
from digging out. 
The skunks have been made as 
harmless as house cats, according to 
the owners of the farm.

They Came Back With the Suggestion 
That the Ministers Themselves 
Might Set Example by Giv­ 
ing Part of Salaries. 


London, Dec. 30.—After the cabinet 


ministers made an earnest appeal to 
the trade uniop congress to defer de­ 
mands for increased wages until after 
the war, on the ground of national 
economy, the suggestion 
came 
from 
the unions that the ministers them­ 
selves might set an example in econ­ 
omy by giving up part of their salar­ 
ies, which in some eases are princely. 
It was indicated in parliament that 
such a movement was contemplated 
by the ministers, but now a leading 
liberal paper makes an Ingenious de­ 
fense of the old scale of salaries. 
“It is an old saying,” the paper ar­ 
gues, “that a minister who gives his 
whole attention to the nation's affairs 
bas little time for his own, and iii the 
case of some cabinet ministers a sud­ 
den drop of a third to a half of their 
incomes would create private finan­ 
cial problems, and 
therefore 
some 
distraction of mind. 
“Ministers are supposed to be of 
importance to the nation’s business, 
and distraction of mind is therefore a 
thing to be avoided. 
It is not at all 
unlikely this consideration may pre­ 
vail.”

CARING FOR THE BROoi) SOWS 


Give the Animals Good, Hearty Ra­ 
tion, Strong in Protein and Not 
Rich in Fat-Making Foods. 


People will tell you that a brood 
sow should not be too fat at farrow­ 
ing time. That’s true; but that doesn’t 
mean that she should be starved to a 
shadow. She should be fed a good, 
hearty ration, strong in protein, and 
not rich in the fat-making foods. She 
should have plenty of exercise. 
She 
should he in that thrifty condition 
which makes her as strong as a bull— 
but not fat. 
There’s no danger of her having too 
much bone and muscle. 
The heavier 
she is the better—provided that too 
much of her weight is not fat. 
An 
all-corn ration robs her of the strength 
she will need at the time of her trial, 
and fills the cavities of the body with 
fat. 
Then she will be fat and lazy 
and will kill her pigs by lying on them. 
Or she may never be able to bring 
] them forth. Or her appetite for bone 
and muscle-forming foods may be so 
abnormal that she may eat them up. 
But if she is kept from being too fat 
by the simple method of starvation, 
she will not give tho litter the proper 
amount of milk. 
If the sow becomes constipated be­ 
fore farrowing, as some sows do, ep­ 
som salts may be given in the slop for 
three or four feedings—just enough so 
that the taste will not repel the sow 
and keep her from eating. 
At farrowing time occur the most of 
the pig losses. Some of them come 
from the absence of the owner when 
the pigs arrive, and some from his 
presence. The sow should be carefully 
watched, but she should not be dis­ 
turbed. In other words, no dogs should 
be allowed anywhere near, and she 
should not become aware of the pres­ 
ence of those who watch her. A good 
brood sow stealing her nest in the 
grove or fields will on the average 
bring to the teed trough a better 
litter than tho one which is fussed 
over by a solicitous owner. 
Yet she 
sometimes needs help. 
Combine the 
merits of the two methods. 


EXPENSE OF KEEPING HORSE 


Cost Is Much More Than Many Per­ 
sons 
Usually 
Believe— Estimate 
Placed at $75 Yearly. 


The cost of keeping a horse for a 
year on a farm is much more than 
many persons usually suppose. In an 
estimate of such cost it was found 
that a horse weighing 1,200 pounds 
and kept at moderately hard work 
costs $75 a year for board. 
Foods, 
of course, are usually higher in some 
places than others, where it would not 
cost so much. 
Taking one horse with another, as 
kept on our farms, and allowing for 
the period of idleness in the winter 
season, the cost to keep would not 
be more than $50. 
Larger horses 
would, however, cost relatively more 
th°u those of ' 
welch*

Bazeilles, France, Dee. 30.—In this 
little village, which in 1871 furnished 
inspiration for the famous painting, 
"The 
Last 
Cartridge," the Germans 
have taken yp "peace-time" labors. 
They found, greatly to their sur­ 
prise, that the bones of the dead Ger­ 
man and French soldiers of forty five 
years ago still lay, unburied, 
in 
a 
vault in the local cemetery, which was 
in consequence a veritable catacombs. 
The most the French had done was to 
separate the French from the German 
skeletons. 
The Germans began overhauling the 
cemetery at once, striving first of all 
to weed out from the confusion of 
bones such as were not human. 
The 
skeletons of former 
soldiers ' were 
then divided into groups, and buried 
on the left hand side of the central 
cemetery building. 
Fitting' and im­ 
posing monuments then were erected 
above the tardy graves, which today 
only serve to heighten the contrast 
between the eventual fat© of the Ger­ 
man and the French soldiers of 1870 
and 1871. 
The French skeletons lie in confu­ 
sion exactly opposite 
the 
German 
tombstones. 
About 
fifty 
of 
them 
have been thrown together in each di­ 
vision or compartment of the cata­ 
combs, and mixed in with them are 
plainly discernible bones of animals 
—for the most part horses which per­ 
ished as did their riders. 


In the Argonnes, Fiance, Dec. 30.— 
Several 
miles 
behind the front, yet 
near enough to it so that its products 
can 
be 
transported to the trenches 
with little difficulty, lies the so-called 
Hindenburg Mill—a one-time French 
sawmill t?\at for years had lain inac­ 
tive, and which has been utilized by 
the Germans for fitting up their po­ 
sitions. 
Every bit of machinery in the mill 
is 
French—most 
of it requisitioned 
from similar establishments 
in 
all 
parts of the Argonnes forest. 
The 
Germans estimate 
that 
they 
have 
spent not more than 2,000 marks in 
rehabilitating 
the 
institution, which 
today is turning out from 17,000 to 
30,000 
marks 
worth of furniture a 
month. 
The mill originally was purely a 
saw mill, but departments have been 
added in which stoves are being made 
for the trench shelters at the front, 
and in which many metal parts are 
moulded for the manifold needs of the 
fighting men a few miles at^ay. 
Several score of soldiers, carpenters 
and machinists by trade, have been 
assigned to the Hindenburg mill, and | 
are daily turning out by the whole-! 
sale window 
sashes, 
chairs, 
book 
cases, desks, tables, and other things 
for the "rooms" where the German' 
soldier, at leisure, spends his time.

T he statem ent was a stipulation 
agreed to by the governm ent’s coun­ 
sel as to w hat Ii is testim ony would 
have boon. 
In it Rockefeller dome I 
th a t lie had ever formed or entered 
into a conspiracy. 
The acquisition of properties by the 
New H aven, while he was a director, 
he said, was not a 
part 
of 
any 
preconceived plan. 
In voting for the 
plans he used judgm ent, he said, as 
to w hat was best for the interests of 
the road, and never did he get any 
personal profit from tho New Haven 
more than th a t shared by 
all 
the 
stockholders. 
Charles Mellen was ‘'ailed by the 
government in rebuttal, and after ho 
had briefly testified, the government 
also finally rested its case. 
The jury was excused until next 
Monday morning, after Judge Hunt 
had stipulated with counsel th at .both 
sides would not occupy m ore than 
two days each in sum m ing up.

The recent aw arding of the Nobel 
prizes for 191H, in the list 
of which 
w ere two American inventors, Edison 
abd Tesba, revives 
in terest on this 
side of the w ater in the fund created 
by tile Swedish scientist for the pur­ 
pose of rew arding distinguished ser­ 
vice to mankind. W ho and w hat was 
the man whose nam e heads the great 
philanthropy? Not m any can answ er 
that question w ithout turning to their 
hook of “W ho’s W ho.” And ;he rea­ 
son for this is that 
while 
m uch is 
i:aid in the press about the winners 
of the prizes awarded, very IU tie has 
appeared regarding the 
founder 
of 
the fund. 
It is right 
and 
proper therefore 
that we should pause and pay tribute 
to this man, who passed aw ay in San 
Reno, Italy, nineteen years ago. 
Alfred B ernhard Nobel, the founder 
of the fund for the bestowal of prizes 
on men em inent in science, literature 
and the advancem ent of peace, was 
born iii Stockholm, Sweden, 
in 1833. 
H e was 30 years old when, in 1863, 
he was granted a patent for the m an­ 
ufacture of an explosive composed of 
nitroglycerin 
and 
ordinary blasting 
powder. This was the first practical 
application of nitroglycerin, a violent 
explosive 
invented 
by 
Sobrero 
in 
1847, and which he produced by ad­ 
ding successive 
small 
quantities of 
glycerine to a m ixture of nitric and 
sulphuric acids. It was Nobel’s desire 
to produce an explosive for use In 
blasting which would be more power­ 
ful and less dangerous than those If 
use. 
Perhaps the first 
example of the 
terrible uses to which dynam ite could 
be put w as afforded by the explosion 
of tho North G erm an Lloyd dock a t 
Brem erhaven, iii 
1878. 
A 
German 
nam ed Thompson, Thom as or Thom- 
assin, consigned a case of dynam ite 
to B rem erhaven, 
to 
be shipped to 
Am erica on 
the 
steam ship 
Mosel. 
W ith it he sent a clockwork machine, 
set to explode the dynam ite in eight 
days. The case was billed as contain­ 
ing valuable articles and was heavily 
insured. For some reason the dyna* 
m ite exploded while 
it 
was 
on the 
dock, w here hundreds of passengers 
and their friends w ere gathered. More 
than eighty persons w ere killed and 
m ore 
than 
200 
seriously 
injured. 
Thompson, who had planned to leave 
the ship at Southam pton and then to 
collect insurance 
on 
his 
supposed 
valuables, was among 
those injured. 
H e com m itted suicide some days lat­ 
er, but before dying confessed th a t it 
wras his purpose to send the ship to 
the bottom with the object of collect 
ing the paltry insurance. 
It was first believed 
that Thom p­ 
son, Thom as or Thom assin w as a na­ 
tive A m erican and there was great in­ 
dignation am ong the Germ ans. 
The 
press becam e 
excited 
and 
popular 
feeling rail so high th a t it 
w as un­ 
safe for a citizen of the United States 
to ap pear in some of the 
streets of 
Berlin. 
Then it was discovered that 
the criminal, although 
an American 
citizen, was 
of 
German birth and 
blood, and the anti-American feeling 
speedily subsided. 
A fter this the Nobel invention be­ 
cam e alm ost indispensible in various 
lines of endeavor, and when 
the in­ 
ventor died he left a large fortune, a 
great part of which 
is 
devoted to 
providing regularly Nobel prizes, in 
which individuals from every sermon 
of the wrorld are perm itted to partici­ 


pate. 


It is greatly to be hoped ;hat pre­ 


paredness will not be m ade a politi­ 
cal issue in the present congress. If 
the leaders can 
get 
together, and, 
with singleness of purpose, having in 
mind only the 
country’s w elfare and 
forgetting -s o far as this one m atter 
is concerned—the dem ands cf party, 
the ultim ate solution will be hasten ­ 
ed, and it will be, moreover, a most 
satisfactory solution. It will then be 
the country’s policy, not m erely 
the 
policy of one of the political parties, 
and with the example of 
such disin­ 
terested m agnanim ity at W ashington, 
individual differences of opinion will 
largely disappear. 
News from the capital is th at sen­ 
ate republicans are behind the adm in­ 
istration’s defense 
plans. 
Senator 
Ballinger, republican 
leader 
in the 
upper house, assured the president of 
support, but it seems there is a string 
to these assurances, for observe this 
qualifying proviso: “We are w illing to 
eo-operate with the dem ocrats,” Sen­ 
ator Oallinger told the president, “on 
condition that the dem ocrats do not 
m ake it a party m easure.” 
T h ere’s 
the rub. W ith a presidential cam paign 
to open in a few' 
months, 
can the 
dem ocrats w ithstand 
the tem ptation 
to m ake it a party m easure? And if 
they are strong enough within them ­ 
selves to stand it, will 
the republi­ 
cans perm it them to? 
There 
were 
signs a year ago of a disposition to 
wipe out party lines 
so 
far as con­ 
cerns the national 
defense program, 
but that was a year ago. W e ere now 
on the heels of 
an 
im portant cam­ 
paign, w hen every party man is pe­ 
culiarly sensitive to the cry of party 
expediency. In 
this 
em ergency the 
question of preparedness is the acid 
(est of w hether the United Slates is 
a nation or just an aggregation of 
sho rtsig h ted , selfish, 
w rangling po­ 
litical fortune hunters. W e m ust meet 
the test, before the present congress 
adjourns.
